5. A large, newly established troop camp was observed 7 June 
1949 Cu the road leading to TEMPLIN, about 12*5 miles 
south of PRENZLAU (N 54/Q 04)* The camp had an esti^ 
mated capacity of Bf)00 to 10,000 troops* It was surroun- 
ded by a high barbed-wire fence and connected with a 
water works. Several newly constructed watchtowers were 
seen. Only a small guard detail was located in the camp 
at the time of observation*
